reviewed the resolution of 
reciprocal agreement between 
the Minnetonka Radio Club and 
MN-ARTS club. It states: 


“Because of the agreed upon mutual 
benefits to each club, members of the 
Minnetonka Amateur Radio club are 
automatically Reciprocal Members of 
the Minnesota Amateur Radio Technical 
Society, and vice versa, upon the 
Minnetonka Amateur Radio club's 


mutual resolution and approval with the 
following stipulations: 


Reciprocal members are eligible 
to participate in insured club 
activities provided accompanied 
by at least one dues paying 
member. 

Reciprocal members must 
comply with “Article IV:

DIRECTORS?” section of the 
Articles of Incorporation as well 
as other conditions defined in the 
By-Laws EXCEPT: 


e Reciprocal Members 
cannot vote in elections 

e Reciprocal Members 
cannot vote on any normal 
resolutions and/or motions 

e Reciprocal Members 
cannot hold office 

e Reciprocal Members do 
not pay dues 

e Any other activities or 
limitations which may be 
determined by the 
Officers, Board of 
Directors and/or 
membership.” 


The motion was made and approved 
pending approval by the Minnetonka 
club.

Members were encouraged to 
participate.
